All were taken to the Victory 
Memorial hospital by passing motor- 
ists but with the exception of Nowak 
were discharged , after being given 
first aid.

According to witnesses, the Essen 
automobile in which the men were rid- 
ing was being driven north on Green 
Bay road about a quarter mile south 
of "Five Points." Another car, a 
Nnsh, driven by Hay, was going in the 
same direction. One car attempted 
to pass the other but the running 
boards of both cars became locked 
and the cars swerved suddenly to the 
side and plunged into the ditch. The 
car carrying the Chicago men over- 
turned and was entirely wrecked but 
the Nash automobile driven by the 
Antioch man remained upright. Tlie 
two loft wheels of the lattcr's' car 
were torn off. The driver was return- 
ing from n visit to friends in Chicago, 
it. is said.

When the Essex turned turtle the

were imprisoned in the wreckage. 
Tliey were helped from the car by the

October 15 be was taken to the 
Alexian Bros, hospital and operated 
upon by Dr. Harris and from October 
15, lOO'l, until December G, 1995, suf- 
fered with an-abcess on the knee. The 
stiffening, of the knee being brought 
about through the leg 'being in a cast 
for five months.

Channel Lake School 

Some of the early settlers in our dis- 
trict come in immigrant wBgona'from 
Pennsylvania. The first homes were 
log cabins. No churches were built but 
services vyere held in the school house, 
new barns and at the homes of neigh- 
bors.

The Indians who lived here were very 
friendly with the settlers; their one 
fault was that they were great beg- 
gers. One day an Indian came to the 
home. of one of the farmers at dinner 
time, they invited him to eat with them 
and the ne^t day he came again. 

When the main road was built many 
skulls and Indian relics were found. 
It la thought a battle, ground was near 
th^ school bouse because of the findmg 
of many arrow heads and axes.

Following is the plan recommended 
by the committee of nine iippolnted 
for the purpose of straightening out 
the affairs of the milk producers: 

Fifty per cent of the price the con- 
sumer pays for milk should go to the 
.man who milks the cows, and produc- 
ers should market their milk co-op- 
eratively in order to secure this share 
of the "consumer's dollar, according to 
the repoi-t of the committee of nine, 
recently apnpinted by the American 
Farm Burciu' Federation to study the 
milk marketing situation in -the Chi- 
cago district. This 50-50 division of 
the price the consumer pays will, the 
committee believes, appeal to everyone 
as fair and reasonable. In many other 
cities the producer is getting half 
the price the consumer pays, as, he 
did in Chicago before the war. At the 
present time the man who milks coWs 
in the Chicago district gets only 30 
per cent of the retail price while the 
other 70 per cent goes for distribution 
costs and profits. 

The committee of nine is as follows: 
C. V. Gregory, editor Prairie Farmer, 
chairman; C. Larsen, of the Illinois 
Agricultural association; H. C. Hemr , 
mingway, of Janesville, Wis., repre- 
senting the Wisconsin Farm Bureau ■ . 
Federation; Perry Crane, of Indiana- 
polis, Ind., representing the Indiana 
Federation of Farmers associations; 
J. T.'Williams, of Sterling, 111.; A. C. 
Stoxen, of Bassett, Wis., and T. R. 
Koene, of Wheeler, Ind., representing 
the Jlilk Producers Co-operative 
Marketing company, and John Rath- 
bun, of Lombard, 111., and Dan. Gilly, 
of Barrington, 111., representing the 
producers at large. 

After a thorough study of the sit- 
uation the committee decided that the 
interests of the milk producers in the 
district wouiil be best served by, work- 
ing with the present company, which 
is now handling about 10 per cent o 
the milk of the district and _,which 
owns milk valued at $700,000. ,,',■ ,/ 

The committee retained Aaron V^n- 
piro, famous co-operative attorney, to 
help draft a producers contract and 
plan of operation. The committee, of 
nine will continue in cfrect for several 
months' to have general supervision ot 
the campaign to secure signatures to 
the new contract' and to put othct 
features of its plan into effect. It 
hopes to have Mr. Sapiro address a 
number of meetings in the dairy dis-^ 
trict some time in June.

Tt is a good practice to feed high * 
producing ^ows^omo grain to sup-.- 



pastures are goo_. 

.■When cows are first turned on pas- 
ture the grass is tender and often has 
a decided laxative effect upon the 
cows. This condition^ may be checked 
to a certain degree by adding cotton 
seed meal to the ration. 

The percentage of protein in the 
crass at this stage is relatively high 
and a wide grain ration can bo fed. 
Three parts of ground corn or _ bar- 
lev, and one part of oats fed at the 
rate, of one pound of grain for every 
four or five pounds o/ milk pro- 
duced will bo satisfactory. Later on 
when the blue grass is headed out 
and timothy pastores are more ma- 
ture, the grafn' ration should con- 
Itain some high protein feed. One- 
half to one part of egtton seed meal 
Toil meal, or glutone may bemadded to 
the above ration.

))ack the producers who fii'st contrib-. 
utod to it. 

: In' order to safeguard tho inter- 
ests of the. producers who sign con- 
tracts, an operations committee is to 
be created, which will keep a check 
on the business methods and overhead 
exiicnses of the company. 

The to^ritoiy will bo divided into 
nine districts, each containing* as 
nearly as possible an* equal number 
of contracting producers. The'produc- 
ers in each district will elect a re- 
presentative on the operations com- 
mittee. 

It is planned later to create a non- 
stiock, non-profit sales association 
%vhich shall have entire chai-ge of mar- 
keting, and in -which each contracting 
producer shall be n member. "When 
'this- is done, the. present 'marketing 
company will, receive" process and 
manufacture milk under direction ol 
the sales association, and the sales as- 
sociation will do the marketing. 

The committee's. plan also includes 
the foi'mation of local associations as 
rapidly as possible to build and own 
"" ismajl receiving plants. • 

Many of the 'old patrons of the 
company jumped their old contracts 
■ last summer and fall, thus contracts 
the entire financial burden of the 
company to be borne by the producers 
who remained loyal, and making it 
necessary to hold up one month's milk 
check due each of the loyal producers. 
The back spreads due the company 
.from producers who did not carr^' out 
. their contracts amount to practically 
$700,000. The company owes its pa- 
trons about $375,000 for held up 
■ checks. 

The committee feels that the back 
spreads represent a debt honestly 
due the company, and stops are to be 
taken to collect them. Where the 

producer signs the new contract, he 
will be permitted to pay his back 
^'- ■ spread by monthly deductions from 
his milk check, extending over a year. 
The committee recommended that 
held-up milk checks be paid in bondr- 
to he issued by the marketing com- 
pany. These bonds will be paid a? 
rapidly as. possible from a sinking 
fund made up of ail money received 
from back -spread.s. This money will 
be hiiniUed by a 3i>eciai committee 
outside the marketing company, ap- 
pointed by the committee of nine. 

The committee recommends that the 
marketing company hire the best qua- 
■■ liticd general business manager that 
can be obtained, as soun as^possiblc 
al'ter the new cantract.sf bet^omo ef- 
fective. It further recoirtmehds thr. 
the ctinipany submit, a monthly finan- 
cial ftiivument to each of its stock- 
holders, and urgt's "system, efViciency 
and tj'jonomv in handling all of the af- 
fair.'; of the company." 

Other recommendations are that "no 
director shall hohl a position as pen- 
oralmaniiiier, assiritant manager, head 
of a department, plant manager or 
other positi(ms of like character . in 
the organization. The only director? 
receiving other than perdiem and ex- 
penses shall be the president, vice 
. president, se7reta.Ty and treasurL^r, 
wh6se compensation shall be deter- 
mined by a majority vote of the di- 
rectors not elected as officers" 
. The plan of co-operative milk mar- 
keting adopted by the committee of 
nine, and its. producer's contract, have 
been endorsed by the Illinois Agri- 
cultural association, the Wisconsin 
Farm Bureau l^ederation, the Indiana 
Federation, of. Farmers associations. 
and the Milk Producer.s Co-operative 
Marketing company. All these or- 
ganizations have pledged their support 
to help put the plans into eilcct.
